JOHANNESBURG,  South  Africa  (BP 
and  local  reports) — What's  been  called  the 
world's  greatest  sporting  event,  the  FIFA 
World  dip,  locked  off  in  Sou*  Africa's 
largest  city  on  June  11,  and  Southern 
Baptists  are  there  to  follow  all  the  action. 

The  first  World  Cup  soccer  tournament 
on  the  African  continent  is  expected  to  draw 
a  cumulative  global  television  audience  of 
26  billion-phis  viewers  during  the  month- 
long  tournament  encompassing  64  games 
in  10  stadiums  throughout  the  country. 

Lika  the  Olympics,  the  World  Cup  is 
contested  only  every  four  years.  In  much 
of  the  world,  soccer  is  known  as  football 
but  shares  few  similarities  with  the 
American  game  of  the  same  name. 

Johannesburg's  Soccer  City  stadium, 
which  will  serve  as  the  anchor  stadium 
among  the  many  facilities  that  are  being  used 
in  the  early  rounds,  is  built  to  resemble  the 
traditional  African  pot  called  the  calabash.
